There have heen informal discussions among some Subcommittee 
members on current agricultural production statistics of 
Commnist countries. In most casea there has been substantial 
agreement.

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7. Intelligence Research Techniques 


There was no discussion of research techniques by the 
Subcommittee during FY 66. 


8. Special Coordinstion Functions of the Subcommittee 


An exchange of project Lists has been instituted whereby 
constituent members of the Subcommittee report weekly on 
projects on which research hes begun or drafts have been 
prepared in their respective agenoies. These lists include 
projects which could be of intereat to other components of 
the respective agencies as well as the components of the 
individual Subcommittee members. 


9. Evaluation of the Role of the Subcommittee 


Fhe activities and continuing utility of the Subcommittee 
has been discussed, and it has been decided that the agri- 
cultural subcommittee not only be retained but that its 
activities be expanded. In spite of the infrequence of 
formal activity, the Subcommittee feels that it should 
contime as a formally constituted body. The problems 
arising from the population explosion, food problems in 
Commainist countries, and problems with less developed countries 
whose economies are primarily agricultural present the Sub- 
committee with new challenges and make. it imperative thet 
members of the intelligence commmnity and other interested 
government agencies cooperate even more closely than in the 
past. i 


ita ture Program of the Subcoumittee 


fhe Subcommittee should continue to identify gaps in research end 
ecllection, approve external reseerch projects, serve as a co- 
ordinating body for ell agencies and departments having 
responsibllities in food and agriculture, and serve as a clearing 
house for information and data on western countries which could 
be useful in appraising developments in Communist countries, As 
noted in A-9 above, the Subcommittee contemplates an expansion of 
its activities especially in non-Commmist areas. The Sub- 
committee should be alert and discuss or being to the atterbtion 
of non-Subcamittee members with substantive responsibilities 
significant developments and activities in the field of food and 
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agriculture throughout the world. Beesuse of the increasing 
importance of fish in the world diet, the Subcommittee has re» 
commended that a fisheries expert from the Department of Intertor 
participate in future Subcoumittee work.

Reviewed one substantive paper on an informal basis, Prospects for 
Soviet Agriculture in 1970" prepared by CLA with contributions from USDA, 
reviewed by State and USDA. In most cases there has been substantial 
agreement on agricultural production statistics of Communist countries, 
Specialists from State, Azriculture, and CIA regularly discuss the effects 
of weather on crop production in the Communist countries. 


During the first half of FY 1966 the subcommittee reviewed, by interim 
action, and commented favorably on a proposed CiA-sponsored external 
research project, "Cuban Sugar Production in 1970."' 


Evaluation of the Role of the Subcommittee 
In spite of the lack of activity on a formal basis, close and frequent
